ments that are considered the equal of 
any of the regular regiments. • It also 
includes' the best shots, but their aver- 
age shooting is lower than that o£ the 
regulars. The government does not in- 
dicate the number oC -volunteers that 
will be permitted to serve, but Lord 
Roberts' grand army will probably 
reach a total of rather over 180,000 ot 
all arms.

DiBloyallty Is Increasing 


There is practically no news from 


the seat o£ war beyond what is cabled 
above, and reports from various quar- 
ters ot Cape Colony that the Dutch 
population are showing an increased 
tendency to disloyalty. In some places 
they are joining the Boers in large 
numbers. 
The natives, both in Cape 


Colony and Basutoland, are restive. 
The news of Gen. Gatacre's defeat was 
received . with consternation by the 
.whites in Basutoland, but fortunately 
the natives, according to a dispatch 
from Maseru, believe the current ru- 
mors that the Boers have been driven 
back.

He Would Make the Religious World 


Progressive 
and Strong By Same 


Methods of Combine Now Adopetd 
By Business Men- -Church Trust 
Would Be More Effective. 


Eev. A.. G. "Wilson preached to a large 


congregation at All Souls church yes- 
terday on a therue o£ local interest, 
"The Cooperation of the Churches for 
the General 'Public Good." 
Following 


are a few selected sentencee: 


I would make the religious world 


progressive and strong by putting into 
it the same method of cooperation that 
prevails in our material civilization. Co 
operation is the ocly method ':hat sue 
ceeds today. 
Nobody can. do anything 


alone. 
"We lack the good sense and pro- 


gressive methods of! the business world. 
Sectarianism and exclusiveness in busi- 
ness would bankrupt it in six months. 
Trusts and combines are simply a means 
o£ self preservation. We aie trying to 
run religion on sixteenth century meth- 
ods. We cannot be independent of esch 
other. 


Let us introduce a little modern busi- 


ness sense into our religious methods, 
and combine our zeal for truth and 
righteousnpss as we combine our dollars 
for profit. 
The churches represent the 


•trpngest organized power for bringing 
things to pass in any city. When com- 
bined slop'g proad lines of endeavor the 
churcboe can c(o about anything thev 
undertake to do. 


Now if the cuurches of this city were 


to merge themselves into some coopera- 
tive plan on broad lines oE work, why 
could we not have as tbe.central body of 
control to plan and carry out these 
ideals, an interdenominational commis- 
sion to be- composed of the trustees, 
stewards, 
deacons, wardens, Sunday 


school. superintendents and pastors ot 
all the churches? What 
a body of 


men this would represent, and what 
possibilities they could control! I will 
outline what I would like to have that 
commission do in the direction of non- 
sectarian work. I would like to have 
them plan for a general union meeting 
to be held in the Grand Opera house or 
Congregational 
church 
every 
three 


months to be presided over by the city 
mayor with the pastor as leading speak- 
ers, and the consolidated choirs to fur- 
nish the music. 
We would fill the 


opera house and.take a farewell offering 
at the door to meet all expenses. Such 
a meeting would call out the non church 
goers and giv.e everybody the impression 
that the millenium was not far away. 


Many other forms 
of co operation 


could be arranged for social and educa- 
tional cultivation. We ought to have a 
general public lyceum. I would culti- 
vate catbolicy and 
make 
us more 


friendly. 
The tendency in a town like 


this is to exclusiveness. We co-operate 
for revenue only. 
There ie a higher 


commune than this. 
Then we would 


not have the spectacle vof one earnest 
man doing the reform work of nil the 
churches.

Pumpkin nntl Seino-sli Pies After tlie 


. Old Fnsliloiicfl Order. , 


"Tlio pumpkin pic belongs, to Thanks- 


giving, us tie mince pic docs to Christ- 
mas. This is :i truly American prod- 
uct arid was probably first made by a 
New England Uousowile," snj's The 
Household, \vhicb presents the follow- 
ing recipes: 


For a successful pie the-variety of 


pumpkin must be carefully chosen and 
cultivated, and 
the 
1'rult resulting 


should be of medium size-, dark ortuigo, 
in color and ol' solid substance. Equal 
care must bo taken in cooking the 
pumpkin. Skin and seeds having been 
removed, it should" be cut in small 
pieces, put in a smooth-kettle, grauitc- 
warc preferred, with just enough wa- 
ter to prevent all danger of burning. 
Let it cook rapidly till thoroughly heat- 
eel and then very slowly for several 
hours, allowing the water to evaporate 
at the end. leaving all tiie sweet flavors 
and juices in the pumpkin pulp. 
Sift 


this, add a little spice and sugar or 
nice molasses.and spread on plates and 
heat again in a moderate ovou till it be- 
comes a rich red inannalnde. All 'this 
should be done the day before. 


A good rule is to use for each pie one 


cupful of the prepared pumpkin, one 
beaten egg and two or three cupfnls of 
rich milk, according to the size .of the 
plate aud the richness- of the pumpkin. 
Sweeten and spice to suit the taste. 
Cinnamon and ginger and' nutmeg be- 
long especially to the pumpkin pie. 
Ijiue deep plates with pastry, fall with 
the pumpkin mixture, which should be 
warm, and bake slowly for nearly au 
hour or till the pie puffs In the center 
arid grows brpwn. Serve either hot or 
cold. 


For a squash pie use eight spoonfuls 


of squash, prepared by boiling or 
steaming (if choice, only mashed .fine; 
if stringy, It must be slL'tedj, nnd eight 
spoonfuls 6C white sugar, two spoon- 
fuls of flour, two eggs, a little more 
than a quart of mill;, cream if you 
have it, a little salt and cinnamon, -or 
flavor with rosewater, as above. Stir 
the'sugar, salt and flour together, add 
the' flavorings, beat the eggs aud. add 
next the squash aud lastly the milk. 
The spoon used should bo a large table 
spoon well lilled to heaping of the sift- 
ed squash. This is a simple recipe. A

Deposits to lie Increased. 


Washington, Dec. IS.—The treasury 


department, it'is said on good author-' 
ity, will take decisive steps to relieve 
the money market. 


Additional bonds to the extent o£ 


525,000,000 will be purchased and the 
deposits of government money in iia- 
tional bank depositories will be in- 
creased by at least $50,000,000. An ag- 
gregate of $82,000,000 of treasury funds 
is carried in national bank deposito- 
ries. The rule of 
depositing these 


funds was inaugurated when Charles 
Foster was secretary of the treasury. 
The amount so carried in recent years 
has been smaller than in years past. 
The department believes that by in- 
creasing these deposits and permittin, 
the banks to have the use of the money 
much of the present trouble will be 
obviated. 


Secretary Gage today received tele'r 


grams from .bankers in all parts of 
the country urging him to take steps to 
put an end to the present stringency 
in the money market.
